'The flames, said to have originated 


from an open gas jet, quickly envel- 
oped the stainvay in the center of the 
building and cut off the escape of tbe 
SO or more persons'in .the building- 
Men, 
women and,/" children jumped 


from .windows and ^-several' children 
were thrown ;from upper floors" into 
flre nets. 
Several 
heroic rescues 


were reported to the police. Several 
men and women hung from window 
ledges for minutes before they were 
rescued. Mrs. Speakman leaped head 
first to the pavement and was Killed 
instantly. Mrs. Steigwald leaped and 
was injured severely and died while 
being taken to a hospital. 


Four children at first believed, to 


have perished -were rescued from the 
burning roof of the .building. 
The 


damage was estimated at. J50,000.

The: prevention of fires is of course 
ttie : primary .object but if the advice 
la-acted upon it vrill serve other pur- 
poses as .well. 
'\Every. property: owner and occupant 


k^ows'fh'at during.die winter .months 
there occurs an accumulation of all 
sorts, of rubbish about buildings, the 
removal of which it .is the habit'of 
jnosc persons to 'defer until .more 
agreeable weather. The season has 
arrived and it should.be .the parties 
jar care" of every poreon. to take ad- 
vantage' of it' to make a thorough job 
of getting rid of all material 'that is 
the .possible source of a fire, or is .of 
such character as would assist in.the 
spread of fire when stoned nearby. 
"Every adoit knows that it is danger- 
ons to permit piles of paper, 'boxes and 
rubbish ot various kinds to gatber 
about the premises, but there is among 
people as a' wiole. a sort ot irfdjffer- 
eoce about their.-removal.

That Italy in destroy- 
ing her foe destroyed the foe of Jugo- 
slav and that while the JugprSlavs 
rere fighting for Austria till the last 
moment of the war Italy gave to Jugo- 
slavs the precious gift of liberty at 
tremendous cost. '

When on the terrible September of 
1914 the German- armies, were ap- 
proaching Paris too declaration of 
ItaliaJi.-nentralitjr enabled the French 
to withdraw ail armies Drom the Ital- 
ian frontier and so to save Paris. 
.When ill the spring of 1918 before ar- 
rival of lull force of the American 
a.r^ny the French and the British were 
beaten, Italy with her splendid victory- 
at'Piave in June saved the oriucal 
condition of Allies. Then Austria was 
unable to help Germany on the west- 
ern front. The Italian victory was for 
the Allies the first gleam of sunlight 
after three months of agony. In Octo-
